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SASKATOON 


A  greal  city  of  the  Saskatchewan,  a 
metropolis  of  the  most  fertile  and  exten- 
sive empire  of  hard  wheat  in  the  world, 
has  for  a  century  been  the  dream  of  the 
explorers,  travellers  and  railway  projectors 
who  have  visited  the  Valley  of  the  Sas- 
katchewan.  and.  traversing  its  vast  terri- 
tory, have  seen  with  their  own  eves  the 
inexhaustible  resources  of  that  favored 
land. 


That  dream  of  the  last  century  is  rapid- 
ly being  realized  to-day  in  the  building  up 
of  Saskatoon. 

In  1901,  according  to  the  official  figures 
of  the  Dominion  Government  census.  Sas- 
katoon had  only  nine»y-six  inhabitants. 
Now,  Saskatoon  is  a  place  of  prominence

with  a  population  of  about  four  thousand 
people,  and  this  number  is  increasing  as 
quickly  as  contractors  and  builders  can 
supply  places  ol  business  and  residences 
for  the  accommodation  of  new  comers  who 
are  eagerly  knocking  for  admittance  and 
asking  to  share  in  the  prosperity  of  the 
coming  commercial  metropolis  of  tlie  Sas- 
katchewan Valley. 

Two  hundred  and  sixteen  miles  from 
the  United  Slates,  five  hundred  miles  from 
Winnipeg,  the  gateway  city  of  Western 
Canada  ;  three  hundred  miles  from  Ed- 
monton, the  gateway  of  the  Mackenzie 
basin  ;  only  twenty  miles  from  the  elbow 
of  the  great  north  branch  of  the  Saskatche- 
wan which  here  first  approaches  its  gigan- 
tic sister  stream  from  the  south,  the  situation 
of  Saskatoon  on  the  south  branch  of  the 
Saskatchewan,  is  one  of  singular  strategic 
commercial  importance  now  fully  recog- 
nized by  the  big,  brainy  railroad  men,  pro- 
jecting their  lines  through  the  fertile  fields 
of  Western  Canada. 

Situated  centrally  in  the  settled  portion 
of  the  new  Province  of  Saskatchewan, 
with  railways  radiating  to  all  points,  and 
located  on  the  beautiful  banks  of  the  South 
Saskatchewan  river,  at  one  of  the  most 
picturesque  places  in  the  whole  province, 
with  superior  natural  advantages  as  to 
drainage,  water  supply,  free  soil  and 
healthful,  temperate  climate,  it  is  admitted 
by  all  unprejudiced  persons  that  it  would 
be  a  political  crime  for  the  capital  of 
Saskatchewan  to  be  located  anywhere 
else  than  at  Saskatoon.

1  he  village  of  Nutana,  the  original 
towiisite  of  Saskatoon,  is  on  the  east  bank 
of  the  river,  and  the  village  of  Kiversdale 
is  on  the  west  side  of  the  present  towcsite 
of  Saskatoon. 

In  and  around  Saskatoon  are  an  abun- 
dance of  beautiful  building  sites,  for  both 
business  and  residence  purposes.  On  the 
east,  the  prairie  comes  up  to  the  river  and 
terminates  in  a  picturesque  wooded  bank 
about  one  hundred  feet  in  height  above 
the  level  of  the  swift  flowing  stream.    On

( )n  the-  op|)o»ile  hank  ol  the  Saskatch- 
ewan, wliich  vsinds  most  pictur»»quely 
with  ^ractful  curves  hetwrfn  its  hank*  of 
sylvan  heauty,  on  a  tableland  about  forty 
feet  above  the  water  level  of  the  river,  is 
the  tow  n  of  Saskatoon  and  its  neijjhboriiig 
village.  I^iversdale.  Rising  gently  upward 
as  the  land  recede*  from  the  river,  the  level 
of  the  prairie  to  the  westward,  northward 
and  north  westward,  is  reached  within 
about  a  mile  and  a  half.  Irom  these  lo- 
cations and  from  Nutana  one  looks  upon 
one  of  the  fairest  lan<lscapes  in  the  world. 
I  he  river  and  the  vallev  of  the  South 
Saskatchewan,  embroidered  with  their 
sylvan  beauty,  wind  through  the  town 
and  suburbs  with  their  many  handsome 
buildings — new  and  substantial  schools, 
churches,  residences  and  places  of  busi- 
ness. All  these,  radiant  in  the  golden  sun- 
shine of  Saskatchewan,  make  a  picture  of 
surpassing  loveliness  and  charm  in  the 
centre  of  a  vast  wheatfield,  extendmg 
hundreds  of  miles  in  almost  all  directions 
from  Saskatoon. 

The  four  transcontinental  railway  sys- 
tems of  Canada  are  headmg  through  this 
great  wheatfield  and  sending  their  streaks 
of  steel  toward  Saskatoon.  The  Cana- 
dian Northern  main  line  is  already  built, 
the  C.I'.R.  secondary  transcontinental  to 
Edmonton  is  building,  and  the  G.  T.  P. 
main  line  is  surveyed  and  the  contracts  for 
its  immediate  construction  let  from  Portage 
la  Prairie  to  Saskatoon    and  Saskatoon  to

Saskatoon  is  now  the  divisional  point 
of  the  Prince  Albert  line  of  the  C.  P.  R. 
The  C.P.R.  Secondary  1  ranscontinental 
to  Eldmonton  will  be  in  operation  this 
year  with  Saskatoon  as  its  main  divisional 
point.  The  G.  T.  P.  main  line  across 
the  continent  is  now  rapidly  building  both 
ways  from  Saskatoon — eastward  from 
Saskatoon  to  Portage  la  Prairie,  and  west- 
ward from  Saskatoon  to  Edmonton. 

BUSINESS    PROGRESS 

Careful  commercial  statistics  show  busi- 
ness amounting  to  $2,000,000  for  the 
past  year,  an  increase  of  $800,000  over 
the  preceding  year.  This  is  a  conserva- 
tive estimate.  Over  500  settlers*  cars 
unloaded  here  last  spring. 
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1.500.000  bushels  of  the  finest  hard 
wheal  were^  grown  in  the  Saskatoon  Dis- 
trict in  1905  an  increase  of  300  per  cent, 
over    1904.
